FOR LESS EXPENSIVE GRADUATIONS 


There has been a movement very general throughout this country to 


make (he graduation exercises of high schools less 
expensive 
to 
the 


parents. 
School boards and teachers have joined' hands in promoting the 


movement which seems to give general satisfaction" to parents, especially 
those who are in moderate circumstances. In'some cities arrangements 
were made to provide graduating dresses for young ladies at a dollar each, 
all to be of the same material and the same stylo. -.Unfortunately someioE 
the graduates, who no doubt are those who can afford expensive dresses, 
are unwilling to don the dollar dress. It is to be regretted (lint any of them 


<-hould refuse to comply with a rule of this kind'01- feel that in so doing they 


would be in the least degraded. 
On the contrary/(hoy would :hc assisting 


in a movement to save unnecessary expense to those who can ill afford it. 
Many of the parents make great sacrifices to put their daughters through 


the high school, and when the end of the course comes they cannot afford 


to spend $35 or £50 on a graduation dress. The movement for simplicity 


in dicss at graduations should succeed, and any attempt at display of fine 
gowns at such occasions should lie discountenanced. 
It is very em- 


barrassing to the daughters of poor parents to appear on a stage in a plain 
and inexpensive dress to =it side by .side with girls who are expensively 
gowned. They should be saved this unpleasantness by the enforcement'of a 
mle for plainness and simplicity in dress on all such occasions.

CHARTER 


Among the objections to the proposed city charter is' one to the effect 


that its adoption would take fiom the young men of 
I ho cit.y tho oppor- 


tunity to be elected to the common council. 
We have never supposed that 


, anybody derived much' benefit fioni election lo the common council. 
It 


brings a young man into politics often to his life-long injury,, and wheii this 
Jesuit does not follow, it usually gives him it notoriety that serves no good 


* purpose. Some connciliuen, it is true, have been elected to the. upper board 


and even to fill the uia^oi's chnir, but their 'advancement depended upon 
their innate ability, not upon the accident of their election to the common 


council. 
Under the proposed iiiiaugcment for the selection of candidates 


there is no obstacle in the path of any aspirant for ollicc. Only twenty-live 


' signatures aic icrjmied in outer lo secure a place on the ballot, and thus 


no young man would he debarred from placing'his name on tho ballot as a 
candidate for nomination in ihe primaries. 
If lie wins out there, then his 


rame will go on Ihe ticket ns candidate i'or the commissioncrship. The fact 
.thai the number of offices is smaller than under the old charier is the real 
objection. 


'v 
That is erroneously called a ccntrnlizHtioii of power, but it is not so it 


icality. It is the delegation o£ powei by the people to a small body wilh-tlu 
understanding that it can be promptly withdrawn by the people through tin 
iccall if the power so delegated bo not properly used. 


In the draft of the charter it is provided that a special election shal 


he called not more than seventy days after ihe tiling of Ihe certified number 
of signatures with the immieipiil council. Thus in less than three moiitlit, 
and perhaps in two months after the necessary number of signatures hnvt 
been secured the election will be )\eld to decide whether the official com- 
plained of will be removed or retained in office. 
The official to be removed 


becomes a candidate for reelection and his opponent must secure signatures 
mimbeiing 10 per cent, of Ihe vote cast ut the last election. In ihis way 


any objectionable member of (lie municipal council or the mayor miiy be 
icmovcd. Tho proceedings for the application of the initiiilivc and referen- 


dum are somewhat similar, these ynovisions enabling- the citizens-to force 
tho passage of ccitain measures and to prevent the enforcement o( others 


already enacted.

PREVAILING 
OBJECTION TO THE 
PROPOSED CHARTER 


Among the objections to the proposed city charter is one to the effect 


that its adoption would take from tho young men of tho city Ihe oppor- 
tunity to be elected to the common council. We have never supposed that 
anybody derived much benefit from election to the common council. 
It 


brings a young man into politics often to his life-long injury, and when this 
Jesuit does not follow, it usually gives him a notoriety (hut serves no good 
purpose. Some counoilmen, it is true, have been elected to the upper board 
and even to fill the mayor's chair, but their advancement depended upon 
fheir innate ability, not upon the accident of their election to the common 
council. Under tho pioposed arrangement for the sclcclion of candidates 
there is no obstacle in the pnfh of any aspirant for office. 
Only Uventy-fivc 


signatures are required in Older to secure a place on the ballot, and thus 
no young man would bo debarred from placing his name on the ballot ns a 
candidate for nomination in the primaries. 
If he wins out there, then his 


tame will go on the ticket as candidate for Ihe comtuissionership. The fact 
that the number of oflices is smaller thnn under the old charter is the real 
objection. 


That is erroneously called a centralization of power, hut it is not so in 


leality. It is the delegation of power by the people to a small body With tho 
understanding that it can be promptly withdrawn by the pcqplc through the 
tecall if the power so delegated bo not properly used. 


In the draft of the charter it is provided that, a special election shall 


be called not more than seventy days after (he filing of the certified number 
of signatures with the municipal council. Thus in less Hum three months 
and perhaps in two months after tho necessary number of signatures have 
been secured the election will be held to decide whether the official com- 
plained of will be removed or retained in office. 
The oflicial to lie removed 


becomes a candidate for reelection and his opponent must secure signatures 
numbering 10 per cent, of the vote cast at the last election. In (his way 
any objectionable member of tho municipal council or the mayor may bo 
removed. The proceedings for tho application of the initiative and referen- 
dum are somewhat similar, these provisions enabling Die citizens to force 
Ihe passage of certain measures find to prevent the enforcement of others 
already enacted. 


These are but a few of the features of the new charier. As we have 


laid the chief objection is to the small number of members on the muni- 
iipal board; but the best authorities agree that a small number of men 
attending to flic business all the time can atfniii better results thnn a largo 
kdy holding occasional meetings and making slow progress because of (he 
Jifrercnce of opinion among the members.

parents. School boards and teachers have joined hands in promoting the 
Movement which seems to give general satisfaction to parents, especially 
those who are in moderate circumstances.

'were made to provide graduating dresses for young Indies nt a dollar each, 
all to be of the same material and the same style. Unfortunately some of 
the graduates, who no doubt are those who can afford expensive dresses, 
nre univilling to don the dollar dress, It is to he regretted that any of them 
should refuse to comply with a rule of this kind or feel that in so doing they 
would he in the least degraded. On the contrary, they would.be assisting 
in a movement to save unnecessary expense to those who can ill afford it. 
Many of the parents make great sacrifices to put their daughters through 
the, high school, and when the end of the course comes they cannot afford 
to spend $35 or $50 oa a graduation dress. The movement for simplicity 
in dress at graduations'should succeed, and any attempt at display of line 
gowns at such occasions should be discountenanced.

Among tho objections to tho proposed city charter is one to the effect 


that its adoption would tnko from the young inen of the city the oppor- 
tunity to be elected to the common council. We have never supposed that 
anybody derived much benefit from election to the common council. 
It 


brings a young man into politics often to his life-long injury, and when this 
result does not follow, it'usually gives him a notoriety (hat serves no good 
purpose. Some counoilmen, it is true, have been elected lo the upper board 
and even lo fill the mayor's chair, but their advancement depended upon 
their innate ability, not upon the accident of their election to the common 
council. Under the proposed arrangement for the selection of candidates 
(here is no obslacle in the path of any aspirant for office. 
Only twenty-five 


signatures aro required in order lo secure a place on tho ballot, and thus 
no young man would be debarred from placing his name on (he ballot ns n 
candidate for nomination in the 'primaries. If ho wins out {here, then his 
same will go on the ticket as candidate for the commissionership. Tho fuct 
that the number of offices is smaller than under ihe old charter is the real 
objection. 


That is erroneously called a centralization of power, but it is not so in 


leality. It is the delegation of power by the people to a small body with the 
understanding thnt it can be promptly withdrawn by the people through the 
iccall if the power so delegated bo not properly used. 


In the draft of the charier it is provided that a special elcclioif shall 


be called not more than seventy days aflor the filing of tho certified number 
of signatures with the municipal council. Thus in less than three; months 
and perhaps in two months after the necessary number of signatures have 
been secured the election will be held to decide whether (he official com- 
plained of will be removed or retained in office. 
The official fo be removed 


becomes a candidate for reelecfion and his opponent must secure signatures 
numbering 10 per cent, of the vote enst at (ho last election. In this way 
any objectionable member of the municipal council or the mayor may be 
removed. The proceedings for the application of tho initiative and referen- 
dum are somewhat similar, these provisions enabling Ihe citizens to force 
the passage of certain measures and to prevent (lie enforcement of others 
already enacted. 


These are but,a few of the features of the new charter. As wo have 


laid the chief objection is to the small number of members on the muni- 
tipal board; but the best authorities agree (hat a small number of men 
itteuding to the business all the time can attain better results than a lar?o 
kndy holding occasional meetings and making slow progress because of Ihe 


'iiflferenee of opinion among the members. There will be no deadlocks, no 
lhango of policy from year to year. The council will be a continuous body 
(hut can carry out a definite plan of
